It Is estimated that the Chinese con­ 
sume annually five pounds of tea for 
each member of the population. 
It 
grows in small patches around the 
homesteads, plantations 
being prac­ 
tically unknown. The leaves are pick­ 
ed by members of 
the family 
and 
dried in the sun, being subsequently 
handed over to the middlemen, who 
subject them to the process of firing 
In the case of green tea the leaves 
are roasted almost immediately aftei 
they are gathered, and dried off quick­ 
ly after being rolled into balls by hand 
and 
squeezed. 
There 
are 
usually 
three pickings— early in April, when 
the leaves are covered with a whitish 
down ta limited output known as pc 
koe); toward the middle oi May and 
again in August. 
Brick tea is made 
by pressing the damp tea in a mold 
in the form of a brick, S to 12 inches 
long and about one inch thick. 
The 
fragrance of all scented tea is not 
natural, but imparted by firing the 
leaf with a sort of 
jasmine 
flower, 
j called by the Chinese “mok-lee.” 
In 


j inferior teas the scenting flower is 
j strewn over the top of the tea when 
packed and removed after a day or 
two.
